been replaced by an emmity which 
court officials say is the most bitter 
the cz a r has ever indicated against 
anyone.

cided that it lias the power to raise 
the ra te s of public utilities, the offi­

This was dem onstrated by the 
decision in the Greencastle water and 
light ease, made by tin* commission.

the

utility for an increase in rates. This 
was a mooted question

and went ahead and raised tin* rates. 
it is a mooted question yet, for 
that matter. 
1 is still a question in 
lie minds of many attorneys whether 
the public scrice 
commission 
law,

The q u es­ 
tion had never been put to the test

Rumors of incendiarism have been 
heard today following the fire last 
night at thi* home of Allen D a n i e l s 
at lltj East Seventh street and as a 
i*0"ult the police ivill likely investi­ 
gate although there is little chance 
of running down a clue. 
When Mr. 
Daniels left home yesterday m orning 
he left a light burning in the upstairs 


hall and it was first thought the fire 
was caused by this. 
H enry Easley, colored, the 
first 
m an to gain entrance to the house 
following tin* alarm states th a t the 
light in the hall was still burning and 
that the fire at th at time was eon- 
lined to the northwest corner of the 
building. 
Mr. Fasley s t a t e s th at the 
lii*e did not start from thi" light as 
was fi»"t supposed. 
Neighbors of 
Mr. Daniels 
state 
that they saw a m an on 
the 
front 
porch a short time before the alarm 
was sounded and that later this man 
walked across the street and hid be­ 
hind a tree. People there are stro n g ­ 
ly o f the opinion that the house was 


set on fire. 
The fire w as confined to the u p ­ 
stairs, but 
the 
house 
was d a m ­ 
aged to the extent of five 
hundred 
dollars, it was estimated. 
The house 
was insured for $2,999. 
Practically 
all of the household goods were s a v ­ 
ed. 
There was no one at home 
when 
the tii*»* broke out. 
Mr. Daniel left 
the wall gas light upstairs burning in 
the morning when he left home, 
lie 
was at home a t noon and 
noticed 
that the light w a s burning, but did 
not turn it out. 
Because there was 
no other fire in the house, Mr. D an­ 
iel" last night 
felt sure 
this was 
where the fire originated. 
From descriptions of the fire he 
obtained 
from 
persons 
who 
saw 
it 
first, 
it 
is 
judged 
the 
fire 
started in the place where the light 
was. Instead of gutting the upstairs, 
the fire spread to the ro o f 
quickly 
and it was all aflame when the fire 
department arrived. The flames were 


easily extinguished.

which did not p ay a n y taxes.

The first and most im­ 
portant step tow ard preparation is 
the production of a large crop of 
wheat. 
The more wheat we produce

A medium crop of wheat will leave 
our shores so rapidly that American 
millers will miss tlu greatest oppor­ 
tunity they have ever had of estab­ 
lishing themselves abroad.

It is phenomenal speed 
from the Belgium frontier to Paris 
seems to be unchecked after reach­ 
ing the capital and carried it down 
the roads and across the Marine riv- 
to join the German’s coming from 
N ortheast at Provins.

Antwerp, via The Haguei. Sept. 15. 
— A prisoner of war in a distant Ger­ 
man 
fortress, 
his 
health 
utterly 
shattered by his trying experiences, 
General Leman, the “hero of Liege,” 
has written King Albert 
regretting 
that his effort to die in the ruins of 
his forts was frustrated by the Ger­ 


m a n s who took him from Fort Lon- 
sin. 


In his letter to the king, the Gener­ 
al apparently confirms 
the 
report 
that he blew up the magazine of the 
fort in order to prevent the ammuni­ 
tion falling into the hands of 
the 
enemy. 
The letter in part says: 
“Your m ajesty will 
learn 
with 
grief that Fort 
Lonsin 
has 
been 
blown up and that the greater p art 
of the garrison was buried in 
the 
ruins. 
That I did not lo se 
my life 
was due to the fact that I was drawn 
from the ruins while I was suffocat­ 
ing from the gas arising 
from 
the 
burning power. 
“ I am a prisoner and 
phvsieally 
shattered by the explosion. 
I su r­ 
rendered neither forts nor town and 
I deign to ask pardon for the fire 
that destroyed 
the fort. 
I 
would 
willingly have given up my life bet­ 
ter to have served Belgium and my 
king, but death has not been granted 
to me.”

St. Louis, Mo., Sept. 15.—A F r is­ 


co passenger train hound 
from St. 
Louis to Texas points, was derailed 
near Lebanon, Mo., early today. 
All 
wires from Lebanon to St. 
Louis 
are down as a result of the wreck 
and only indirect reports, by way of 
Springfield, have so far been receiv­ 
ed. These reports state that at least 
two score persons are missing and 
were probably killed in the 
wreck, 
but officials here have been unable to 
get any confirmation. 


Twenty-six b odies had been r e c o v ­ 
ered in the wreckage up to noon to­ 
day. 
Identification will he 
difficult 
because many have removed 
their 
outer garments. 
The injured are be­ 
ing cared for at Lebanon hut soon 
will he removed to Springfield. 


The train, composed of all steel 
cars, is said to have rolled down the 
embankment into a creek. Those re­ 
ported dead are said to have been 
crushed beneath the cars or drowned. 


The dead, it is said, were occu­ 
pants of the chair 
car 
containing 
about 68 persons. 
Of the number 
only eighteen have been accounted 
for. 
The wreck is said to have been 
caused by the washout of the trestle 
over Goodwin Hollow, 
by a 
cloud­ 
burst. 


The chair car near tin* front of 
the train was completely submerged, 
according to the telephone messages 
from Lebanon. 
Those who escaped 
were proficient swimmers or p e r s o n s 
who were tossed upon the hanks by 
the swirling current. 


The Pullman cars on the rear of 
the train remained on the rails. 
The engine crew who saw the dan­ 
ger only a few seconds before the 
trestle was reached had no chance 
to leap and were carried down with 
the engine. The engineer escaped by 
swimming but the fireman, pinned in 
the cab, is reported to have 
been 
drowned. 
At the local offices of the Frisco 
lines, it was admitted that a wreck 
had occurred near Lebanon, but it 
was stated no confirmation of loss 
of life had reached the offices.
